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THOSE PHILATELIC MAPS 


Over 500 congratulatory letters have been received since I’ve started to 
send these out. Many of the letters claim these are one of the finest phila- 
telic aids ever introduced. Perhaps. Am not particularly satisfied with the 
first set of maps turned out but the second group now ready for distribution 
is a vast improvement. 


The idea is quite simple. Many a collector has wanted maps of the various 
countries he is interested in, to illustrate his collection all the better. One 
can cut up an atlas, it’s true, but it’s a messy job and looks like it, no mat- 
ter how one dresses up an atlas map. One can draw a map but it does take 
at least half a day to produce even a single map and if colors are desired, well 
most of us just forget about the whole business. 


What I supply are neat uniform size maps specially hand drawn for col- 
lectors and printed on an offset lithographic press in from 4 to 7 colors! They 
are small enough to fit on any album page. At present am not printing them in 
any particular order but later on will have them available in sets such as all 
the British Colonies, French Colonies, Western Hemisphere, etc., etc. In fact 
the program calls for an eventual 800 different maps, available in any group- 
ing desired at a very low cost! Such sets will only ‘be available to subscribers. 


I have invested $12,000.00 in proper printing equipment, etc., plus two 
hours daily to produce these things (it takes 8 solid hours to make the print- 
ing plates for just a single country map) and invite both collectors and deal- 
ers to support this venture. One look at these Philatelic Maps and the possi- 
bilities become apparent. It is only necessary to read the very many enthusi- 
astic letters I am getting daily to realize that here is a device that will greatly 
increase interest in our hobby. 


The cost is $1.00 per year and for this yearly sum each subscriber will get 
60 different maps the first year and 100 or more, succeeding years. I hope to 
complete the program in about five years. Actually the maps are sent free as 
in addition I also send to each subscriber one or more worthwhile stamps 
which in themselves are worth $1.00 upwards. Present subscribers are getting 
stamps that are worth several dollars. 


Later on subscribers will have the chance to buy the maps at a nominal 
figure in sets as desired. After all, any collector can use more than just one 
of a kind. Those received monthly, which do not fit in with any collector’s 
needs, should be saved and presented to some junior collector. 


Remittances should be in the form of a dollar bill. None of these new U.S, 
postal notes as they are not cashable in Canada. 


The Philatelic Maps are sent out monthly and with them come other in- 
formative circulars or various offers. Collectors joining now, will start with the 
first set. No unsolicited approvals are sent out at any time. 


Might mention here that it would pay any collector to get on my mailing 
list service, even if the idea of Philatelic Maps arouses no interest. This is but 
one of several projects I have lined up. Sometime this autumn will commence 
work on a rather ambitious plan, something that will develop probably more 
interest than these maps. 


I’ve a vast stock of stamps and am always buying more but it’s difficult to 
choose on some specific offer so those who subscribe to the above are also in- 
vited to send an extra $1.00 to $100.00 and to state what they are’ most inter- 
ested in. Don’t send specific want lists, just a general outline. If I feel I have 
something worthwhile to send out, it will be sent and tip top value is guar- 
anteed. If nothing is available prompt refund is made as no credit slips are 
issued unless a customer wishes me to hold the money till something in his 
line comes along. 


Sending any extra sum is of course up to the customer. At no time do I 
require that this or that be purchased in order to get on my mailing list

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A Definition, Some References and Some Extracts 
by Dr. Alfred Whitehead, F.R.C.O. 


To the Editor: 


In view of a paragraph on p. 26 of 
your April number, attacking an 


article of mine in the February 
“POPULAR STAMPS”, it may in- 
terest your readers to consider the 


following definition taken from Ade- 
line’s “ART DICTIONARY”, pub- 
lished by Virtue, London; a standard 
work, 


“STATE: The condition of an 
engraved or etched plate before 
it is entirely finished. In the 
case of some engravings (or 
etchings) we have proofs of the 
Ist. state, the 2nd. state, the 
third state and so on as the 
plate nears completion (at the 
hands of the artist). When the 
plate is completely finished and 
ready to be printed from it is 
said to be in its final state.” 


Note:—The term “state” is applied 
alike to line-engraving and etching. 
May I add that Ernst Neumann, one 
of Canada finest etchers, assures 
me that reputable etchers do not 
strengthen the lines of worn copper 
plates so as to obtain more prints. 
Such plates are at once defaced or 
otherwise destroyed. The term 
“state”, then, is not properly applied 
to impressions from worn plates. I 
had always known this and was glad 
to have it confirmed by such an auth- 


ority. 
I now list references to famous 
philatelic works where the term 


“state” is freely used when speaking 
of plates and the stamps printed 
from them. It would come with con- 
siderable surprise to eminent writers 
to hear that their use of this admir- 
able term would be thought ‘‘confus- 
ing and misleading to the study of 
stamps from steel plates”.

GREAT BRITAIN, TWOPENCE, PLATE 
NINE, THE PLATE AND ITS REPAIRS, by 
Dr. H. Osborne. 


I know all the important books on Brit- 
ish and Canadian stamps; this is un- 
doubtedly the greatest of them all—not 
in mere bulk, although it is a sizeable 
volume—but in achievement, in the tri- 
umphant marshalling and@ arrangement of 
many unknown, unsuspected and abstruse 
facts. Patient research, modesty of state- 
ment, clear writing, and all revealed on 
every page. 


The term “state’’ is found occasionally 
in the early sections of the ‘book, but 
when we come to “Details of the States’— 
note the word—‘of Plate and the Re- 
pairs”, we are literally deluged with cor- 
rect employment of this admirable little 
word. Each stamp described—54 were re- 
entered once, or even twice—is carefully 
set out as regards State 1, Early Prints; 
State 1, Late Prints; State 2; State 3. (in 
some cases). 

I have never had the opportunity of 
studying the stamps of U.S.A.; life is all 
too short for many desirable things to be 
undertaken, and so I am not acquainted, 
to my great loss, with the writings of the 
giants of ‘American philately. .I shall ‘be 
amazed if I am assured by some respon- 
sible person that the admirable term 
“State” has not already been used by 
Carrol Chase, Stanley Ashbrooke, et al. 
If this has been the case they have denied 
themselves a most useful term which con- 
fuses no-one of average intelligence and 
information. 

However, to prove that the term is not 
confined to English writers (I have not 
looked up Howes, Jarrett and other writ- 
ers on Canadian stamps) I will refer to 
only one German work, me KOHL HAND- 
BUCH, by Dr. Herbert Munk, 11 Auflage, 
Leiferung 20, p. 488, and probably else- 
where, where “Zustand 1” and “Zustand 
3” are to be found. 

American references who have access to 
the rich stores of the Collectors Club Li- 
brary may verify the above references, I 
have no doubt. 

Sir E. D. Bacon, Charles Nissen, Bertram 
McGowan, J. B. Seymour, Dr. H. Osborne, 
Dr. H. Munk—these are honoured names 
in America as in Europe. In truth I stand 
with a goodly company, 

In the last sentence dealing with my 
article I was recommended to read Mr. 
Denton’s article on the 2c Numeral stamp 
of Canada. I read it months ago. It was 
sent to me by Mr. Denton himself, along 
with a letter which shows in a very 


so plentiful as to enable 
to find the word almost at 
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pleasing manner that he has the sae 
of the true student. I hope he will allo 
me to quote ‘briefly from it: “ ; I'm 
very pleased to send my small ‘article on 
the 2c numeral, altho’ I hardly think it 
will be of any assistance to you .. 
£ I deliberately omitted a lot of con- 
troversial points—points that could be 
settled with further work”. (The use of 
black letters are mine)..... I should like 
to spend an hour or so with you discuss- 
ing some of the points you mention.” 
Re the new die theory: I am not 
sure of this. sie . it would be pos- 
sible to recut ‘the frame lines on the 
transfer roll” (for English readers: roller’’) 
‘when making up the plates from No. 11 
onward.” (black letters are mine; this 
is a refernece to my suggstion that much 
of the recutting of the side-lines was 
done on the rollers, a view I still hold; it 
would make away with most—not all—of 
the difficulties with which this most 
puzzling and complex subject bristles: 
how puzzling and complex only devoted 
student: able to examine large, very large 
numbers, know). “. . . .When I come to 
Montreal I’ll] bring some plate imprint 
strips that pose a few more problems”. 
Nothing here suggests that the writer, 
who has already made an important 
" though ‘brief contribution to the discuss- 
ion, considers with easy complaisance the 
subject closed, the problem solved—‘‘fur- 
ther work” needed; “I am not sure...” 
.a few more problems .. .’’ These are 
the words of one who has found himself 
faced with one of philately’s major puz- 
gles, and is honest with himself and his 
fellow collectors. He would agree with me, 
I am certain that the puzzle presented by 
the side-lines of the 2c. numeral, 3-line 
variety (there are at least FIVE types, 
with, I believe, three different processes 
involved) will ‘be unravelled only by a 
Jeisured and patient master of philatelic 
research, and there are all too few of 





such. No, the riddle is not solved; not 
yet! 
P.S. SKIPPER AT C.P.S. 
About 3.30 p.m April 14th we 


drifted into the Royal York at Tor- 
onto to see the C.P.S. in annual 
meeting. From bell hop directions we 
unknowingly charted our course to 
coast into the exhibition room while 
judging was in progress.

This man Carter is a 
pretty good story teller and for a 
time it was no concern of ours as to 
what was going on beyond the closed 
door of the meeting room. Such 
would have continued but for that 
dean of stamp dealers, he with the 
long cigar and named John Lowe, 
made a second trip to insist on our 
joining the meeting. Thus taking us 
in tow we landed in port where we 
were invited to dip our pennant and 
come to anchor. Cyril Woodhead, as 
skipper in there, piloted a lot of re- 
ports through the shipping lanes— 
some a bit devious and lengthy, but 
he did manage to get them all tucked 
away before the banquet began. Yes, 
he even made it in time for a brief 
directors’ meeting somewhere, some 
place in the immensity of that the 
Empire’s largest hotel. What went 
on there is intimate only to the dir- 
ectors and may only be_ publicized, 
if or when, by them.

AUT SCISSORS AUT ANVIL 


I am sure all Canadian collectors 
will join with me in paying tribute to 
the late President Franklin D. Roose- 
velt: in expressing our sorrow at his 
untimely death: and in extending our 
deep sympathy toward all our phil- 
atelic friends across the border. It 
was always a matter of great inter- 
est to me to know that President 
Roosevelt was an enthusiastic col- 
lector and that this was one of his 
few hobbies in his later years. 

In passing I might add that form- 
er Prime Minister R. B. Bennett of 


Canada had a soft spot in his heart 
for philatelists: and more recently 
still former Postmaster General 


Norman McLarty of Canada is an 
enthusiastic collector, as well as all 
members of his family, and during 
his term of office he took a keen 
interest in the Canadian Philatelic 
Agency. 

And speaking of the Philatelic 
Agency I might point out that on 
July 11th, 1944 there were eleven 
varieties of stamp booklets for sale. 
Right now there are four. This ex- 
odus reflets the current interest. 

The 1928 booklet combination 
comes with an uninteresting plain 
cardboard cover without any printed 
matter whatever. I have heard com- 
ments on this and queries as to why. 
The answer is that this booklet was 
designed primarly for rural mail 
carriers who make constant use of 
stamp booklets, and who need some- 
thing that will stand rough usage. 
Why the practice was discontinued 
Ido not know. This is the only 
booklet that contains a Five Cent 
pane. 


After reading Bill Stamp’s peror- 
ation of last month on the sudden 
selling of obselete revenue stamps 


by the government, your Old Sleuth 
Phil S. Holmes accompanied by Dr. 
Watson recently set out from Baker 
Street to find out ‘just what was 
what. After getting the run-around 
as all true detectiives usually do we 
finally landed upon the corpus 
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delicti and found the alleged wanton 
massacre al] too true. Did we buy 
any? We did—but just to help the 
government. 


My mild admonition toward the in- 
coming executive of the C. P. S. as 
it appeared in my last column really 
bears some enlargement. F’rinstance 
when the membership list comes out 
1t should contain more information 
as to what each member collects. 
The A.P.S. year book is veally an 
intelligent publication in this regard. 
If the C. P. S. executive doesn’t have 
this information it should take pains 
to obtain .it. The dead line for pub- 
lication should be announced before- 
hand and advertising should be gen- 


erally solicited from all members 
and others. Then  again—mebby 
there isn’t going to be any list. 


Which should also be announced if 
So. 


That old Southern Colonel, Nel- 
son S. Bond, tells me that he expects 
to be in New York till May 19 mend- 
ing his literary fences. His type- 
writer will be silent till after that 
date and all free mint juleps are off 
till further notice. 


Much nonsense has been written 
about “Seebecks”. While these gen- 
erally frowned-on stamps have noth- 
ing whatsoever to do with Canada 
about in 
this fair Dominion. The Seebeck 
story is a long and sordid one with a 
few points often overlooked. They 
really were postage stamps as far as 
the respective governments were 
concerned. As far as collectors are 
concerned Seebecks are not necess- 
arly reprints. In many cases they are 
remainders. N, F. Seebeck, whose 
name was given to his own brain 
child, was a pretty good business 
man, a philatelist of some renown, 
and during his somewhat short life- 
time circulated in some pretty ex- 
clusive circles. Leading philatelic 
publications of the day carried his 
advertisments. And after all there 
are plenty of modern so-called postal 
issues that smell plenty worse than 
the Seebecks. Who would have the 
temerity to suggest that “Souvenir 
Sheets” were ever intended for post-

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More About The Riel “Essay” 


In “Popular Stamps” of Fabruary 
1944, there appeared an ipcertant 
artilee on “The Riel ‘Essay’ ” by R. 
A. Jamieson. I submitted this article 
to the Rev. Dr. D’Escliembaulé who 
is one of the members of the “Com- 


mission des Sites et des Monuments 
Historiques du Canada”, and who is 
closely connected with the Arch- 
bishop of St. Boniface. 

It will be remembered that Mr. 
Jamieson’s article contained, among 


other things, the following state- 
ment: 
“In “Canadian Topics” for 


April, 1943, a paragraph ment- 
ioned the so-called Riel stamp. 
In Jarrett’s 1929 B.N.A. book, 
under “Essays” (No. 19) refer- 
ence is also made to:— 

“An essay for a stamp of the in- 
tended new “Republic” was pre- 
pared by a member of Louis 
Riel’s Cabinet, and is now, we 
understand, in the possession of 
the Catholic Hierarchy, St. Boni- 
face, Manitoba”. 


Dr. D’Eschambault’s letter to 
is as follows: 


“Mr. I. Pitblado, 
Hamilton Bldg., 
Winnipeg. 

Dear Mr. Pitblado: 

I am returning the “Riel Es- 
say” of Jamieson. I have been un- 
able to secure any information 
other than that this stamp might 
be from Spence’s Republic of 
Portage la Prairie. This was 
suggested by an old-timer whom 
I consulted. At any rate I have 
no definite information on the 
point. I am sure there are no re- 
cords in our Archives. The “Met- 
is Society” whom I also contact- 
ed have no record either.

If I should ever come across 
anything on the matter, I will 
gladly let you know. In the 


meantime, I thank you for your 
interest.

POPULAR STAMPS for April 
reached us on the 17th. We are writ- 
ing this on the 21st. In the interven- 
ing three days five letters have 
reached us commenting and offering 
suggestions for this column. This is 
certainly a good indication of the 
great amount of interest taken. 

One comment we would like to 
make: Not one of these letters has 
assisted us in our main, present ob- 
ject—to make this column 100% 
complete in regard to new Post Of- 
fice Slogan Postmarks issued in Can- 
ada since the start of the year. Poss- 
ibly this is because there has been no 
time to receive correspondence from 
east of Toronto, where we need the 
information. 


- With this month’s list we record a 
number of different types, but know 
there must be others, and will great- 
ly appreciate assistance in securing 
information. 

We gladly accept the suggestion of 
Mr. Odell that we separate the num- 
ber of lines in each slogan. The oth- 
er suggestions that we describe the 
“Type” for each town more fully 
may also.be done if the Editor can 
spare enough space. To do this for 
this year we will have to start the 
types at 11 to allow inclusion of earl- 
ier types in proper order later. 

To follow another suggestion and 
list slogans issued for certain towns 
prior to 1945 would be impossible at 
present. It would make a volume 
much larger than this magazine and 
then would not be complete. 

We welcome all the lists and in- 
formation we can get for possible 
future use and reference, but so far 
as we are aware no one has yet com- 
piled a complete list for any Town or 
Type. For instance, we know of four 
“Philatelic Event” slogans not listed 
by Holmes and all the lists we have 
seen of the 1941 “ENLIST NOW” 
Flag type are incomplete. Therefore 
we are making every effort to com- 
pile a COMPLETE list of all those 


issued since Jan. Ist, 1945. When we 
are successful in this, if sufficient in- 
terest is taken, we can make addit- 
ions.

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the fillip which the present war has 
given to the collecting of censored 
covers. It is not known whether the 
subject of these Canadian types has 
been touched upon before; if so, we 
shall be glad to learn of it, and also 
of items not dealt with herein. Ab- 
solutely no information is obtainable 
from the postal authorities, so “that 
the types described are based upon 
eovers in the writer’s collection. The 
word “Postal” is really a misnomer 
as applied to censorship, for the Post 
Office is expressly forbidden to open 
letters except under rare conditions. 
The work comes under special de- 
partments. 


The labels are all of white paper 
with black lettering except in one 
case, as noted. The earliest observed 
was in 1915, the label being 40x90mm 


with letters 7mm high. (Type L1). 
The next was slighlty smaller— 
36x90mm with letters 4.5mm high 


(Type L2). Though the early speci- 
mens seem to lack numbers, such ap- 
peared shortly after,—various con- 
trol numbers being applied in script, 
or by means of rubber handstamps 
in coloured inks, often tying the lab- 
el. Numbers as high as 527 and 861 
were encountered on these labels. 
Lower numbers are always noted in 
conjunction with a pair of letters 
which evidently denote the city or 
censoring point. Examples are: HX, 
Sd, OG. "0A, EN, WR,-CY,,TO,- HN, 
LN, VR. These occur with types Ll 
and L2. 

The last type to appear, (Type 'L3) 
in 1918-19, was a larger . label, 
60x90mm, with “EXAMINED BY 
CENSOR” and the number printed 
in the lower right hand corner, such 
as “C. 235”. As high as No. 476 has 
been seen on these labels, and were 
used to seal one end of the envelope, 
whereas previously the labels had 
been often stuck over the flap of the 
envelope, much as though it had been 
handed in unsealed or had been 
steamed open for examination. 

Another type of label was often 
noted on outgoing mail only, which 
was probably British, but bore a 
pencilled number such as “C.186”, A 
guess may be hazarded that British 
censors operated somewhere in the 
neighbourhood on mail from the U. S. 
(Type Lx). These bore a slightly 


different legend: “OPENED BY/ 
CENSOR” without any number ex- 
cept as described; another kind car- 


ried the usual British number to 
lower left, which had been obliterat- 
ed, and a “C” added. 

Concurrently, at least four hand- 
stamps of varying type were in op- 
eration, reading “CENSORED” and 
were applied in various coloured 
inks. These were most often observed 
on bank mail (Type 6HS). In one 
case the handstamp was used in con- 
junetion with a portion of a current 
Customs Declaration gummed label 
to make an interesting piece. 

In addition to the customary post- 
al censoring of Canadian soldiers’ 
letters, purely military censor marks 
were to be seen during the Great 
War. These were the British Field 
Censor marks, as listed by many, 
(see Hunt, the War Cover Philate- 
list, Vol. 2, No. 12, 1939. The very 
early type was obsolete before the 
C.E.F. arrived in the battle areas, 
but types 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 8, and 10 (lab- 
el) may all be observed. In addition, 
one from Siberia and one from Arch- 
ange] (North Russia) are listed as 
occurring on Canadian mail from 
those places.

LETTER TO EDITOR 


Toronto, April 16th, 1945. 
Dear Mr. McCready, 

I have just received the April issue 
of Popular Stamps, and I see that 
Mr. Konwiser has forwarded to you, 
in condensed form, my recent letter 
to him on the postal history of Tor- 
onto, York, etc. Before you are de- 
luged with letters on the matter the 
date of opening of the York Post 
Office should obviously be 1799, not 
1779 as given in the article. 

The main reason for this letter, 
however, is to be found in the ‘Ramb- 
ling Notes’ written by (Œ. Walter 
Pollock, in the section commenting 
on Dr. Whitehead’s article on the %e 
Leaf Issue of 1897. I would like to 
say that Dr. Whitehead’s article was 
most excellent in every way, includ- 
ing the statements on the ‘states’ of 
the plate. 

There were actually two states of 
the plate itself, although the vari- 
ation in the plate inscriptioon might 
be described as splitting the first 
state into two sections. Of the first 
type (one imprint only for the 200 
subject plate) Clifton Howes in his 
‘Canada Postage Stamps’ states 500 
impressions were made. 

Sometime during the life of the 
plate it became sufficiently worn 
that it had to be re-entered complete- 
ly, using the transfer roll to re-cut 
the impressions more sharply into 
the plate. There is ample evidence to 
prove this was done. Nor is this 
particularly stamp an anomaly in 
this regard—among the stamps of 
Canada. R. W. T. Lees-Jones in his 
investigation of the 12%c 1859 final- 
ly determined that the whole plate 


was re-entered as described above, at 
about the 16th printing. Senator 
Calder has also demonstrated that 
there was almost certainly only two 
plates used in the printing of the 5e 
1859 Beaver, but that each plate was 
completely re-entered at least twice 
and possibly three times. 

I have some evidence to show this 
was also done during the regime of 
the ‘Small Cents’ issue. 

From the foregoing Dr. Whitehead 
is, I believe, quite correct when he 
used the term ‘states of the plate’. 
Yours sincerely.—B. K. Denton.
